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The Rebel Invasion of Kentucky! 
Breckinridge in Command! 

We have received no later information from 
Danville, or from that vicinity as to the move- 
ments of the rebols than that furnished in otu 
morning jmper. The advices we have are by 
no means satisfactory as to the force of the 
enemy, nor are they conclusive 03 to his im- 
mediate designs. 

It i9 stated upon good authority that John 
C. Breckinridge has command of the inva- 
ding forces. Since his arrival in the State it 
is known that he has issued a proclamation to 
the people of Kentucky, copies of which had 
been received at Danville on Tuesday. The 
arch traitor seta forth in his proclamation 
that he has been :anthorized by llawes, 
the Provisional Governor of the State, 
to possess and hold Kentucky, as a member 
of the Confederate States, declaring among 
other things his intention of enforcing the con- 
scription. We have learned from other sources, 
also, that the provisions of that act are beiug 
rigidly enforced in those regions through 
which the rebel army is passing, and that 
numbers of loyal men have thus been already 
pressed into the rebel service. 

We learn by telegraph from Frankfort that 
the residents of the State capital were in a 
s^jlia)' high excitement this morning in an- 
WpMon of an immediate advance of the 
enemy, and it is said that the accommodation 
train, which leaves that city for Louisville 
at an early hour, was detained by Gov. Rob- 
inson until the designs of the enemy could 
be ascertained. The train was permitted to 
depait for this city at ten o'clock, but undfr 
what circumstances we were not informed. 
The train wasdue here at halt past one o'clock, 
but had not arrived when the bulletin went 
to press. 

There is a report from Lebanon, Marion 
county, that a rebel force appeared in that 
vicinity on Tuesday, but its future move- 
ments are a matter of uncertainty. 

Thb Monitoks at Fort McAllister — The 
New York World regards the withdrawal of 
the Monitors from Ogeechee as a premonition 
ot their failure against the works at Charles- 
ton or Savannah. Dissenting Irom this opin- 
ion tbo Philadelphia Inquirer thinks it was 
quite well understood that the Montauk and 
her consorts failed in the attack on Fort Mc- 
Allister because they were kept more than a 
mile away from timt work by rows of piles 
driven deep into the bottom of the river, which 
entirely closed it up from bank to bank. The 
engagement there was not in any sense a test 
of the relative strength of Monitois against 
fortified works. Although it may be true 
enough that Fort McAllister was very little 
damaged by the, long r.inge fire of the 
Montauk, it is equally true that our gal- 
lant little iron-clad was hersolf uninjured. 
The 6imple facts of the caso were, that the 
rebel cruiser Nashville having sought refuge 
up the Ogeechee, the rebels closed up that riv- 
er with numerous ranges of piles, so that an 
attacking force from our side could not ap- 
proach to capture her. To make their work 
as certain as possible (as they always do), they 
fortified a point to protect their privateer and 
the piling both. The pile blockade kept our 
Monitors off so far that they could not operate 
to advantage on either the fort or the Nash- 
ville. It happened, however, that the pri- 
vateer, seeing the chances of her capture 
growing greater and greater day by day, at- 
tempted to get to sea, when she was prompt- 
ly destroyed by the Montauk. After that 
Fort McAllister became of very little account, 
and the Monitors were withdrawn, leav- 
ing the question of relative strength unset- 
tled. Why anything in 6uch state of facts 
argues a probability of failure against Charles- 
ton, it is hard to perceive. The conditions 
arc all different. There will doubtless be an 
attempt to block up the channel between 
Forts Sumpter and Moultrie, but that cannot 
be done by an impassable barrier of piles, uor, 
if done in any manner, will it be bo doueasto 
keep our "Monitors" a mile off. These fore- 
bodings of failure at Charleston, because of 
the withdrawal from the Ugcechee, therefore, 
eeem to be without any reasonable basis. 
They needlessly discourage the gallant officers 
and men of our navy on the eve of a very im- 
portant enterprise, and hence we fail to see 
either the logic, the policy, or the patriotism 
of such vaticinations. 



BQfW'e have already noticed the effort! 
made in England to provide a navy for our 
rebel States, and we are glad to see that our 
Government has under consideration measures 
of retaliation. The New York World says 
definite information has been received at 
Washington that five additional pirate steam- 
ers are now fitting out in British ports, one of 
which will be iron-clad with plates of four 
and a half inches in thickness. The Govern- 
ment has been assured that if these issue forth 
from the British ports American shipping can- 
not keep the high eeas, in competition with 
British shipping, as the insurance would not 
be less than twenty per cent. And it is un- 
derstood that the committee on the subject 
appointed by the Chamber of Commerce of 
New York have made most urgent represen- 
tations to the President of the necessity of 
taking some measure more effectually to pro- 
tect American shipping, if not from the depre- 
dations of the pirates, at least from the ruinous 
competition of British shipping, taking ad- 
vantage of the violation of nations! law by 
the British government in permitting IhtMC 
pirates to be fitted out and sail from British 
ports. It is understood, and indeed semi- 
officially announced, that the course of the 
Government will probably be to call an extra 
Session of Congress immediately on the de- 
jjarture of the next pirate from a British port 
and recommend that vessels under the British 
flag shall either be interdicted entirely from 
loading in American ports or subjected to a 
tonnage duty of about three dollars per ton. 
Either course would he similar to the regula- 
tions existing in several British colonial ports, 
as against foreign flag', but the advantages of 
the latter in the matter of revenue will proba- 
bly lead to its adoption. Under it the Cunard 
steamers will be compelled to pay from seven 
to twelve thousand dollars each time they en- 
ter our ports, and thus yield an eDormous rev- 
enue, which may be appropriated to the reim- 
bursement of partu s losing their property from 
the depredations of the pirate3. 

The City Convention. — In response to the 
call for a convention of the Union Democracy 
of the city for the nomination of a candidate 
for the office of Mayor at the ensubg April 
election, the delegates appointed by the voters 
of the Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, Eighth, and Ninth 
Wards, assembled at the Courthouse at 11 
o'clock this morning. 

The meeting was organized by calling Mr. 
J. L. Danforth to the chair, and appointing 
Mr. Wm. Drysdale secretary. 
A resolution was then offered, which was 
sed by a unanimous vote, adjourning the 
convention until three o'clock on Saturday 
afternoon, calling upon the wards which were 
not represented in the meeting to appoint del- 
egates to attend the nominating convention 
on Saturday. 

The convention then adjourned.

JSay*We referred some time since to a report 
made by some rebel surgeons to the Confeder- 
ate authorities at Richmond to the effect that 
the wounded rebels, alter the battle of Stone 
river, who fell into our hands, were inhu- 
manly treated, and even robbed. We called 
upon our Union surgeons to give the lie to this 
slander, and Dr. J. T. Finley, Hospital Sur- 
geon in charge of the field, writes to us that 
there were about thirty rebel wounded 
under his care, and that they were as well 
treated as our own wounded. One of 
these rebel surgeons, named Donelsou, 
called at the Frame House Hospital, five miles 
from Murfreesboro, and Dr. Finley says his 
manner towards his own wounded was any- 
thing but kind. He told several that they 
could not live ten days unless their legs were 
amputated, and that he would take them to 
Murfreesboro the next day and cut off their 
limbs. Af> er he left, the poor fellows begged 
Dr. F. r!ot to allow them to be taken 
away, stating that they had never been 
half so kindly treated in their own hos- 
pitals as in ours, and that their surgeons 
weie always rough and unfeeling towards 
the sick and wounded. Happily for them, 
Surgeon Douclson did not get an order to take 
them away, aud they have all recovered, with 
one exception. This surgeon spent about hall 
an hour at our hospital, calling for and drink- 
ing three glasses of whisky in the time, and 
hence it is not remarkable that any report he 
might make thould be a little inflated.

The Rebel Demonstration Against New- 
bern.— We have already published brief ac- 
counts of the attack made on Newbern, N. C. 
The following details, however, which we find 
in the New York Times, are interesting: 

On the 6th inst , Gen. Henry Prince, with 
his division, Belger's anil Rigg s Battery, and 
a portion of the ;td New York Cavalry, started 
on a reconnoissance to the south of Newbern. 
It was most successful in its results. The rebel 
cavalry force in Onslow county was complete- 
ly broken up. Lieut. Williams, of the Gad 
North Carolina Cavalry, and about a dozen 
prisonets, were captured, and the balance were 
dispersed, taking to the swamps to avoid being 
taken. 

The reconnoissance extended to Jackson- 
ville, Onslow county, and information of a 
valuable nature was obtained. The expedi- 
tion returned to Newbern on the 11th inst., 
the enemy having failed to make a stand. 
Spinola's and Jourdan's brigades comprised 
the infantry force under Gen. Prince. 

On the north side of the Trent river, the 
^jth Massachusetts Volunteers, with two com- 
panies of the 3d New York pavalry, started 
on an expedition to proceed on the road as far 
as the Kitiston aud Trenton forks. They sur- 
prised a rebel encampment of two compauies 
by night, and captured or dispersed the com- 
mand, destroying their camp equipage, Jcc. 

On the lilib, the anniversary of the opening 
of the battle of Newbern, the enemy appeared 
in large force between the Trent aud Ncuse 
rivers, and drove our pickets in over Deep 
Gully. Colonel Lewis, commanding the 3d 
New York cavalry, was immediately thrown 
out, with Belger's battery, to hold the enemy 
in check, which he successfully accomplished, 
when Gen. Palmer came up with a portion of 
his command, and the enemy fell back. 

On the morniug of the 14lh a large force of 
the enemy, with eight pieces of artillery, ap- 
peared in front of Fort Anderson, on the norlh' 
side of the Neuse, and commenced its bom- 
bardment. Fort Anderson is an unfinished 
earthwork, without any cannon then mount- 
ed. The enemy scut in, by flag of truce, a sum- 
mons to surrender, to which Col. Anderson, 
commanding the garrison with the 92d New 
York Volunteers, replied that it would be im- 
possible for him to entertain the proposition, 
and immediately sent word to Gen. Foster, at 
Newbern, of the force and description of the 
enemy. 

The enemy, under command of Gen. Petti- 
grew, opened with their batteries at short 
range with shot, shell, and canister; the men 
protected by the parapet were untouched, but 
the tents in rear of the fort were completely 
: ■ Idled. The cannonading at daylight aroused 
the whole town, the troops were under arms, 
and everything made ready for an attack on 
the city. Gen. Foster sent word to the garri- 
son to bold out to the last moment uud never 
to surrender. 

The gunboats under command of Commo- 
dore Murray were soon in position, and the 
scene became one of intense excitement; ev- 
erything centred on the little band in the fort. 
The gunboats soon seut their terrible missiles, 
aud told upon the enemy with good effect — 
one shell from the Hunchback killing two men 
and wounding thirteen. 

The enemy 's fire slackened and then entirely 
ceased; another Hag ol truce, with a summons 
to surrender, giving Col. Anderson seven 
minutes to surrender in before an assault 
Col. Anderson replied tbat he did not want 
seven seconds, and when they fired it suited bis 
convenience, as well as the assault. 

During this time General Prince had been 
placing in position some Jtl-pound howitzers 
belonging to Ransom's Battery, and they 
opened upon the enemy iu n lively manner; 
and after three hours' sharp work the enemy 
fell back repulsed is their efforts to capture 
Col. Anderson and his command. During the 
day the fort was reinforced by the 85th New 
York. 

General Foster was present where the dan- 
ger was most immiucnt, and directed in per- 
son much of the artillery fire from the New- 
bern side of the Neuse river. The casualties 
were very slight on our side — one man killed 
and two wounded. 

The intentious of the enemy were not fully 
ascertained when our informant left on Sun- 
day, at two o'clock. General Prince, with his 
division, was en route to the front, and would 
give the enemy battle if they should make a 
stand. During the cannonading the banks of 
the Neuse were lined with men, women, and 
children, as well as the house tops. 

A deserter reports that the enemy suffered 
severely from the shells of the gunboats and 
our twenty-pounder howitzers. The shots from 
the enemy's guns seldom reached the Newbern 
side of the Neuse. One gun of the enemy 
burst during the engagement, killing and 
wounding several. 

British Vessels for the Confederate

[Correspondence of the Louisville Journal.] 

LBTTKB nOM, VICKSBl'RG. 
19th Ky. Regiment, Army or Miss., 1 
Before Vicksbciio, March 0, 1863. J 
I have just returned from the 'raging canawl' 
where our ''boys" are now working day and 
night, with a more cheering prospect of ac- 
complishing something, since the work has 
been apportioned to the different regiments at 
about sixty yards to a regiment. The canal 
is to be twenty yards wide, and might hare 
beeu completed twenty days ago, if we had 
been furnished with implements sufficient to 
have kept the force upon it that we have now 
at work. The Nineteenth's task will be done 
to-morrow, but some regiments have done 
nothing toward the work assigned them. 

Twenty shells were sent over from the rebel 
batteries opposite the mouth of tho "ditch' 1 to- 
day. Most of them were "bombs bursting in 
air, " missing everybody and hitting nowhere. 
Every day more or less ammunition of the 
C. S. A. is wasted in the same way. 

They have some tremendous "long Toms" 
over there, but our men are planting a few 
war dogs upon this side of the question, and 
the river, whose howl, when they are let slip, 
will make the Shillooks and their sentries 
"ebell out" and cry "ki! yil" 

Last week the 19th were directed to go up 
the river about one hundred miles to procure 
forage for the animals. We embarked on the 
steamer John Warner in the evening, and the 
following morning debarked at Worthington 
Landing. .Miss., near Kentucky I'cnd, where, 
under the guidauce of Mr. Dunlap and the 
accomplished business agent, Lieut. McK in- 
ner, Q. M., iVth Illinois regiment, we ob- 
tained over two thousand bushels of corn and 
ten tons of fodder (corn blades). This was 
found on the Widow Worthington's planta- 
tion, and in sight of our lauding. So it was 
little trouble or labor to get it. 

We found great abundance of sweet pota- 
toes, also, and peas, turnips huge and sweet, 
&c. ' Not many chickens," the old uncle said, 
" for de Yankee regiment done took to' hun- 
dred at one time." But our commanding 
officer, Lieut. Col. Cowan, is so unrelaxingon 
the question of foraging for private uses, that 
nary sweet 'tater could we get to sweeten our 
breath, nor peas to appease our palate, nor 
turnip could we turn up. 

We were not allowed to pull a pullet, bag a 
pig, or gobble a turkey; and the Colonel re- 
e^eived a complimentary note from the General 
ou his return to camp respecting the conduct 
and result of the expedition. 

During our three days' visit at Mrs. Wor- 
ingtou's we learned something of the citizens 
in the settlement, and many of your readers 
will recognize the names of some them as 
being Kentuckians. The overseer of Mts. 
W.'l plantation is from Henry county, Ky. His 
name is Irelaud, aud he says be wauls to go 
back to Kentucky. He has a brother in the 
the rebel army and belongs in it himself, but 
was released from duty ou account of distress 
in his family : he lost his wife for want of med- 
icine. Gosey, Geo. A. Ward, Victor 

Flournoy, and Morehead, who ran for Gover- 
nor in Kentucky, all have plantations nearly 
adjoining. Their postoffice is at Princeton. 
They hav« all retired to Lake Washington, fif- 
teen miles in the interior, taking their fur- 
niture, negroes'; and cotton. 

Mr. Biddle, who professes to-be a Union 
man, said there were 15, 000 bales of cotton at 
Lake Washington, that the citizens left the 
river in fear of having their -negioes taken, 
and themselves bung, kc. 

He said they talked of holding a pence con- 
vention in that section of Mississippi but were 
afraid. They desired most of all to have the 
Mississippi river opened to trade, they were 
tired of living without flour, coffee, salt, sugar, 
and newspapers. 

Two officers and myself dined with Mr. Bid- 
die and family. Tbey sent the Colonel some 
presents and gave us tour bushels of sweet po- 
tatoes. On parting 1 gave Mrs. B. a paper of 
needles and a spool of thread, which she ap- 
preciated, saying she had paid $1 50 for the 
last paper of needles she bad bought, aud they 
were gone. 

The residence which the Flournoy s vacated 
cost MB, 000. Ward also left a very hne house, 
and Mrs. AnnWorthington a handsome dwell- 
ing with beautiful grounds, several varieties 
of flowers, and peach trees in full bloom. Ten 
thousand bushels of corn could be gotten off 
those plantations, leaving plenty for the starv- 
ing (?) rebel families. \V e saw one field of a 
hundred acres not gathered. 

They would be planting now but for the 
water. The levees not having been repaired 
for a year subjects much land to inundation. 

We have tome fears of that disaster in our 
camps, though it will recpuire a rise of three or 
lour feet yet. 

The 19lh's boys seem in good condition and 
contented now — no more than ordinary sick- 
ness in camp. This pleasant weather tbey 
amuse themselves during the day with quuits, 
marbles, "bull-pen," Ac; at night with sing- 
ing, fiddling, newspapers, kc. Their jubilaut 
spirits is the remark of neighboring regiments. 
We have lost only five members by death since 
we lelt Memphis, Deo. 20th, while some regi- 
ments have been decimated by disease. 

The names of our dead are — Lieut. K. F. 
Hogg, Co. D., Feb. 4, typhoid fever; J. D. 
Clark, Co. E., l'eb. t>, typhoid fever; Henry M. 
Ford, Co. D., Feb. 16, disease of the heart; 
Anderson Hicks, Co. A., Feb. 27, disease of the 
brain; Benjamin Dean, Co. B., Jan. 6, died on 
board a transport. 

Major J. It. Duncan, Captain J. O. Morris, 
Captain M. G. Richardson, Surgeon J. B. 
Sparkj, and Captain A. E'. Adams have re- 
signed on account of ill health. As commis- 
sions have not been received 1 cannot state the 
various changes of officers tbat will take place 
shortly. 

Wo are waiting anxiously tor a paymaster, 
who has given us an earnest of his nearness in 
sending tor the rolls, that he may do the pre- 
paratory making up. 

I omitted above that the widow Bass owns 
a beautiful plantation at Princeton, she who 
created much admiration in Washington in 
'58, I believe, by her charms. She is gone 
thither now to marry the ' big gun" Dahl- 
gren — so her neighbors say.

In another column we have referred to the 
forcible rescue of the prisoner Franklin, from 
the jail of Haywood county. Since that arti- 
cle was w ritten a courier has reached this place 
in quest of powder, who states that an army 
ot several hundred men frr>m Ivtst Tennessee 
is regularly fortified at the line bptwecn Hay- 
wood county and Teneessee. Some reports 
put the number at eleven hundred, hut we sup- 
pose it hardly so larjre, The militia of Hay- 
wood, to the number of two hundred and fitly, 
with sixty Cherokee Indians, were holding 
them in check. Runners had l>een sent to 
General Kirby Smith, informing him of the 
condition of affairs, and asking for assistance. 
We await further information with anxiety. 
The locality is about forty-five miles west of 
this place, and l^ordering upon the most dis- 
loyal portion of East Tennessee; and the force 
gathered there is co;n|K>sed probihly of disaf- 
fe -ted men who have fled from tbeir homc3 to 
avoid the conscript law. 



LETTER FROM M t*N FOR II VI LLK. 
[Correspondence of the Louisville Journal.! 
Munfohovillb, Kv., March 2.1. 1863. 

A newspiper man once told me that he 
liked to have an occasional word from a sol- 
dier, and as he wns not only a very handsome 
man but possessed high literary attainments 
aud cultivated taste, I hare a mind to test hi? 
patience. The readers of his paper will not 
be effected, for but few will read anything 
from the ramps now, as the vigorous execu- 
tion of tho conscript law is °o near at hard it 
makes soldiering a little disgusting to domes- 
tie patriots, tender-fooled Union people, who 
say they are tired of so much war; and last, 
though not least, does that numerous herd of 
leeches, in the shape of army .contractors, feel 
a big disgust at the probability of their being 
called upon to till up those oM veteran regi- 
ments that they have followed with zeal and 
industry for the last fifteen months, nausea- 
ting them with rancid bacon and choking 
them with poor, tough beef, stolen from some 
neighboring farmer and invoiced to the A. C. 
S. Department at contract price, never lagging 
unless perhaps they broke down under that 
most prevalent disease among them, "cotton 
on the brain." Soldiers will not sympathize 
with them if they do hare to perform picket 
duty on the front three times a week iu sun- 
shine and showers. These new conscripts 
should be hurried into line for two reasons: 
first, to relieve small regiments from exces- 
sively hard duty, and, second, that they may 
be seasoned for the next winter's campaign. 
The 27th Kentucky has a picket line five 
miles long to watch, and about 27 per cent of 
its full strength are on duty every uay. I was 
on tbeir line a few days; the men were all 
cheerful and vigilant, and looked very like 
men who bad seen service. 

The sight of this town would convince Rip 
Vanwiukle, if he were, to wake up here, that 
there was war abroad in the laud, without 
reading the morning papers or looking at 
Frank Leslie's picture paper. The destroying 
hand of the soldier has fallen heavily upon it. 
Forts and rifle-pits now occupy the place once 
the scene of green swards aud elegant shrub- 
bery. The taBQM are all gone aud govern- 
ment mules are on'y kept out of the lew re- 
maining houses by keeping the doors shut. 
The bridge — the finest structure in the West — 
has been twice destroyed. This town is in a 
great war thoroughfare. It has been the scene 
of several hard liehts, a few surrenders, and 
skedaddles; it has been flanked when it was 
thought to be too hard to, take. Every inch 
of ground, except the ponds, is now or has 
bern covered by an encampment. Here, too, 
U a city of graves to remind the careless, 
heedless soldier that the path he treads is a 
doubtful and dangerous one. The mulberry 
tree, under which the victims of the first light 
(Col. Willich's men) wire buried, is now the 
centre of a strong earth-work. The recollec- 
tion of the brilliant light made by tim e brave 
men who sleep within that fort will stimulate 
those placed there to defend it; will also re- 
mind them that war is a doubtful trade. 

The health of the troops now here is good. 
They nil seem to be well contented, and don't 
care whether the Democrat supports the nom- 
inees of the Union Convention or not. If the 
war is ended and they all get home before the 
election thry niny support the ticket and risk 
the consequences. Soldiers say that when the 
war is over those officers who have resigned 
to run for civil office will find they made a 
mistake. The cainp platform has but one 
plank in it, and upon tbat all mark time to 
the tune of a vigorous execution of the con- 
script act as the best and only means of bring- 
ing about a speedy and glorious termination 
of the war and fixing a permanent govern- 
ment to hold oflice under. The boys say, 
when the war is over they will see who lives 
easy on fat offices. Soldiers thould not be 
blamed, it, when out on guard of a dark 
rainy night, such as this for instance, they 
should indulge in some such reverie as that, 
when the war is over, they will have pretty 
sweet little wives, brighUeyed babies, and 
nice tat offices, and that they, too, will be 
bappy and live easy and have the houor to 
remain, gentlemen,

L Correspondence of the N. Y. Journal of Comuiorco ] 
The Nkw Tobacco Duties in Enolano. — 
Observing a letter signed "Exporter" in your 
piper of the 3d inst , referring to the reduction 
of the import duties ou tobacco in England, I 
ask permission to correct what 1 consider the 
mistaken view of the matter — its expressed in 
said letter — as affecting the manufacture of 
tobacco in this country, and the exportation 
of it. 

To render it clear, I quote the writer's words. 
He says: * * • "If this bill is carried, it 
is a blow at our export trade in manufactured 
tobacco, which is a large one. Our trade in 
toil article with England, Australia, and the 
Colonics will be cut olf as effectually as it is 
now cut off wilh the Cunad.is, where they ad- 
mit the leaf tobacco free of duty." 

So far from such a measure being calculated 
to kill or injure our cx|Hirt trade in manufac- 
tured tobacco, it is one of the best measures 
ever introduced in England to increase our ex- 
port trade in tbat article, for the following 
reasons: Hitherto, the import duty on caven- 
dish ami negrohead tobacco has been at least 
9s. 5d. sterling por pound, which amounted 
almost to it loiad prohibition from using such 
tobaccos there. The reduction of such duly 
to 4s. sterling per pound (although still a very 
heavy duty) will euable a large class of peo- 
ple in Great Britain to become consumers of 
our line grades of cavendish and negrohead, 
parlicularly the former. So far, therefore, 
we in this country will be gainers by such 
reduction of the import duty lor consumption 
in Britain. 

As regards our trade with Australia and the 
Colonies, this new bill leaves these markets 
just as open to us as ever they have been, for 
ibis reason — that however low any internal 
duty might favor the manufacture of such 
goods in England, it is a well known fact, that 
the insurmountable difficulty of climate alone 
will prevent the possibility of such tobacco 
being made there fit forcxpoit. They may 
possiDly be made there — for home consumption 
only — after they have got hands and machin- 
ery to enable them to be made iu cycry respect 
equal to our manufactured tobac.-os, but even 
then, I contend, that the experiment would be 
a very dangerous one, as a business specula- 
tion, on account of the humidity of the cli- 
mate of Great Britain being so great as to ren- 
der it fatal as regards the keeping qualities of 
manufactured tobacco. 

Had it been possible to make cavendish and 
negro-head tobacco in England, which would 
stand long voyages aud keep in climates of 
different temperatures, we should long ere this 
have bad her as a competitor with us in her 
Australian and Indian markets. As it is, the 
inqnossibility of manulac* uring tobacco in such 
a climate as England will always be such as 
to prevent her from competing with us iu for- 
eigu markets. 

The redaction of the duty in England to 
•Is cannot but be of great advantage to the 
manufactured tobacco interest of this country 
— as it is opening up a new field of consump- 
tion for our goods hitherto closed by a most 
exoroitant, if not prohibitory duty. 

The British Chancellor of the Exchequer 
has shown his usual shrewdness by the intro- 
duction of thi3 new bill, as a means of in- 
creasing revenue — the only mistake I think 
he has made, was in not reducing the duty to 
Is. or 2s. per lb. and thus at once bring our 
smoking aud chewing tobac os within the 
reach of the working-classes, or people gener- 
ally — and thereby increase the internal reve- 
nue to an immense amount. From the ven- 
tilation which this subject has received lately 
in influential British journals, I shall be sur- 
prised if future legislation iu England does 
uot lower the duly to the figures above quoted. 

I quite agree with your remark, Mr. Editor, 
that to tax the export of lobacco in any form 
is not at present likely to be available for any 
practical purposes. To adopt "Exporter's" 
remedy, would be to (trike a blow where I 
think he would wish to avoid.

Mr. Menzies has shown himself a true patriot, 
a clear sighted statesman, and a wise and effi- 
cient Representative. His course in Congress 
i3 one of which he has a right to be proud ami 
of which his constituents should be proud. 

Major-Genkral Bcr.vsidk.— This distin- 
guished officer has assumed command of the 
Department of the Ohio, with bis headquarters 
at Cincinnati, and we most sincerely hope 
that he will be left to control it after his own 
plans, and not be hampered by instructions 
from the War Department. He has been called 
to his new trust at a critical period, and ail 
his military skill will at once be brought into 
requisition.

Tre Southkun Monarchy. — Our corres- 
pondent "Anti-Noble" gives another link ir 
the chain of evidence which convicts the 
rebel lenders of a design to crush out liberty 
iu the Confederacy and erect therein a despotic 
government. We have had this scLemo ex- 
posed in some of the Southern papers, but the 
present information is more direct and signifi- 
cant than any we have before seen, for it 
shows that an actual overture for recognition 
from France has been made by the leadinp 
politicians of the Confederacy, while Toom * 
and Wise, two of the most unprincipled of the 
rebel Generals, seem to be the only military 
officers who were let into the secret. The plot 
contemplates the establishment of a no- 
bility in the South, and the compulsory 
removal of all who will not agree to the meas- 
ure, by the agency of the army before it is 
disbanded. The letter which was sent to the 
Court of France with this proposal makes the 
distinct admission that the leaders of the 
South had forced this war and established the 
present Confederacy in opposition to a major- 
ity of every State. We commend the letter to 
the earnest attention of those who are await- 
ing with anxiety the period when Kentucky 
will be recognized as a member of the Confed- 
erate States, and yearning for "the good time 
coming" that will enlarge their liberty and 
bestow on them more franchises than they 
enjoy under "the old Union." 



Bgg-We h.we many exciting but conflict- I 
ing accounts of the invasion of our State; we j 
cmnol doubt, however, that there is a con- j 
siderable force couceutrating in the interior, j 
Md iheir design is evidently to pillage the 
S a'e, and, if po:_ii>le, to march on lbs city of 
Louisriiie, for they have declared that Ken- 
tucky i3 a necessity to the insurgent govern- 
ment, and that they mu^t have u though its 
possession is acquired at the expense of blood 
and conquest. At such u time as this, when 
our very liberties are imperilled, we must 
draw the bonds of uniou among ourselves 
closer and stronger, for we have higher du- 
ties to incite us than nominations for offico 
or the constitution of platforms. If the 
rebels succeed in holding the State, or any 
portion of it, Confederate law will be imme- 
diately declared oy them wherever they can 
enforce it, and its conscription Ret will seize all 
our boys at school and at trades, and all our 
business men who have not arrived at sexagen- 
ary' age. When these dangers are at our very 
doors, we must all stand shoulder to shoulder, 
and every heart must heat to the inspiring 
music of the Union. The time for action has 
probably come, and there i.i a time for 
all things — a time to remonstrate and 
a time to denounce; a time to parley with 
misguided allies and a time to fight vindictive 
and murder-spotted enemies. How are we to 
act, we ask, and the answer comes up clear 
ringing and bold from the resolves of the 
platform of the Union Convention lately held. 
We must say to our insolent invaders that the 
present causeless and wicked rebellion should 
oe crushed by the whole power of the Federal 
government, aruLWJlie national authority res- 
tored over all tbeWrolted States, and that we 
are in favor of devoting our whole resources to 
t'le accomplishment of that object.

vaded our State in the attempt to conquer and 
carry us away from a Union we revere to one 
we detest; your bands of marauders have 
ravaged our fields, robbed our public 
revenues and private property, destroyed 
our public records, carried away our peaceful 
citizens into long and loath nutm imprisonment, 
murdered many of them in their own bouses 
and in the presence of their families, extend- 
ing your atrocities to women and children.

An Advance upon Frankfort.

Thi Henry Riflr.— From the Scientific 
American, a paper of unsurpapged authority 
in scientific matters, we copy an able letter 
upon the subject of breeching-loading ani 
muzzle- loading guns. The letter is evidently 
from a highly competent hand. The praife 
that it awards to Henry's Repeating Rifle is 
well deserved and judiciously bestowed. That 
rifle, handled by a man who knows how to 
use and treat a firearm, is decidedly the most 
formidable weapon of destruction that the 
genius of mankind has yet invented. 

There are two or three Henry rifles at our 
office and a small quantity of cartridges, that 
will be disposed of to any good Union men 
who will apply soon. 

IfiyOur municipal election takes place on 
Saturday of next week, being the 4th of April, 
and the interests of the city demand careful 
attention on the part of tax payers as to the 
qualifications of the persons selected as candi- 
dates for the various offices to be filled. One 
great evil in every city government is the 
lukewarmnes3 which those who are most 
deeply concerned in an economical adminis- 
tration of its affairs display in the primary 
meetings which set the machinery of munici- 
pal politics in motion and give it impulse for 
good or evil. A call is made through the pub- 
lic press for a Ward convention, which it en- 
trust*d with the delicate duty of selecting 
men to act in the Councils, the School Baard, 
and other important posts, and compara- 
tively few attend it, so that by default its 
management is left to those who are more 
concerned in the political results than in 
the good government of the city. The zeal 
manifested in attendance upon such meetings 
is in inverse proportion to the individual in- 
terests at stake. The same inditl'erence has 
been manifested in relation to a municipal 
convention for the selection of candidates for 
Maspr, Treasurer, Clerk, and other city ofli- 
and it does not argue well for the vigi- 
lance of our citizens that at the meeting yes- 
terday at the courthouse only one half of the 
Wards were represented. Those present, 
being desirous to have a full and fair expres- 
sion of the public feeling, adjourned until 
next Saturday afternoon. At that time we 
hope every Ward w ill be in attendance, so 
that we may avoid the danger which must be 
incurred by a multiplicity of candidates. We 
have no particular favorites among those who 
have been announced, and we speak from a 
single desire to have the most honest, capa- 
ble, and loyal men serve the city in its admin- 
istrative departments for the next term of 
office. 

Tn« First Tiibason Cask— A 'Verdict of 
OuUty Found. — Thomas C. Schachlett, of 
Meade county, indicted for trcosou iu the 
United States Circuit Court, has beeu on trial 
in this city since Friday last, and yesterday a 
verdict of guilty was rendered Rgainst him. 
The case was tried before the Hon. Bland 
Ballard, the prosecution conducted by the 
lately appointed District Attorney Thos. E. 
Bramlette, and the prisoner defended by Wm. 
F. Bullitt and Isaac D. Stone, Esqs. This 
Schachlett was a desperado and cutthroat, 
who went off in 1801, when BucJiner attempt- 
ed to betray the State, was associated with 
Forrest's command, we think, and came back 
with Bragg' 5 invading army last fall. He lelt 
that body at Red Mills, on the Rolling Fork, 
and went to Meado county, where he arresti d 
the Sheriff, Deputy Sheriff, and Assessor by 
the order of Bragg, as -he said, and succeeded 
in taking two away as prisoners to the rebel 
camp. He afterwards killed Mr. Peariuan, 
the postmaster at Big Spring, under circum- 
stances of unusual and cold-blooded atrocity, 
as he was endeavoring to escape, shooting him 
down despite the tearful prayers and entreaties 
of his wife and family. The home guards of 
Meade then got upon his truck aud succeeded 
in arresting him, and, after indictment and a 
trial, upon which he was defended with con- 
summate skill, he lias been found guilty of 
treason. This i3 the first indictment and the 
first conviction since the rebellion broke out, 
and we trust that no mistaken clemency will 
prevent him from being the first to expiate 
bis awful crimes on the gallows. 



There is no doubt thnt the easfrn portion of 
Kentucky has been occupied by rebel troops. 
The accommodation train on the Louisville 
and Frankfort Railroad, which left Frankfurt 
at ten o'clock yesterday morning, brought a 
number of refugees from the interior of the 
State, all of whom hare their peculiar versions 
of the rebel raid. 

We have a pretty well authenticated report 
that Danville has been occupied by the enemy, 
and that a rebel force of seven thousand was 
alvancing upon Frankfort yesterday, having 
arrived at Lawrenceburg, a distance of twenty- 
three miles from the State capital. 

It is also stated that there was skirmishing 
yesterday in the vicinity of Camp Dick Rob- 
inson, in which the enemy was worsted, but, 
owing to the superiority of the rebel force, 
the Federal troops were forced to fall back in 
the direction of Lexington. 

There was great excitement yesterday morn- 
ing at Lexington and Frankfort, the loyal 
residents of those cities fearing an immediate 
advance on the part of the rebels, and we are 
aware that the funds of the bunks in each of 
those places were removed. The Frankfort 
Commonwealth of yesterday makes no refer- 
ence to the contemplated invasion, however, 
and the Lexington Observer and Reporter says 
tneiely that rumors of an exciting character — 
some perhaps well founded, and others un- 
worthy of consideration — prevailed there; but 
that there was a smart movement of troops, 
and Lexington bore a lively appearance. 

It would not be proper for us to state the 
reasons which back our belief, but we are 
clearly of the opinion that the rebel force 
which is at present in Kentucky will not only 
not make an advance upon Louisville, but 
they will not even make a serious demonstra- 
tion in this direction. Without the rebel force 
is more fortuidabre than we have reason to 
believe it to be, such a movement would be 
fatal to the entire command. 

There is said to be a force of two or three 
thousand rebels in the vicinity of Glasgow, 
and it is said that they meditate a raid upon 
the Louisville and Nashville Railroad; but we 
do not fear such a result, as the preparations 
for the defence of the road in the future have 
been of such a character as to secure itagaiuit 
rebel incursions. 



Periodicals for April.— We have received 
from Myers k Brother, periodical agents on 
Fourth street, the Atlautic Monthly and Har- 
per's Magazine for the ensuing month. The 
former maintains it3 high literary reputation, 
and contains nearly a score of contributions 
in prose and verse, besides the reviews of new 
publications. Harper is supurbly illustrated, 
and its letter press is of unusual interest. The 
alventures of Baldwin, the new African hun- 
ter, and the sketches of Moscow, with the 
jntinuation of Uoniala, are the principal fea- 
tures, but all the papers are good. 



The new commander of the Depart- 
ent of the Ohio, Maj.-Gen. Burnside, accom- 
panied by his Btaff, arrived at Cincinnati on 
Tuesday morning. His staff consists of Lieut. - 
ol. L. Richmond, Dr. Wm. H. Church, Major 
Van Buren, Major Wm. Cutting, Capt. Cutts, 
Capt. Pell, Capt. Fearney, Capt. Uutton, Capt. 
Lamed, Capt. Morris, and Capt. Goddard. The 
General was serenaded by the citizens on Tues- 
day night.

A southern monarch y proposed. 

[Correspondence ot llie Louisville. Journal.] 
New York, March 21,18B3. 
This will excuse itself. 

I am a native of Kentucky, and, when this 
war broke out, my sympathies being strongly 
favor of "the South,' I left America 
and repaired to Paris, France, where, until 
within a few weeks, I have remained a calm 
ut by no means a disinterested spectator of 
this unflatural war. 

I was, during my stay in Paris, the recipi- 
ent of the hospitalities of a friend (I forbear 
to mention names for obvious reasons) who is 
ntiniately connected with the Courtof France, 
and whose sympathies are also with the South- 
ern Confederacy. A short time since, he made 
me the astonished recipient of the following 
private information, which, were 1 to consult 
my inclination, I should keep a secret, but 
which duty to my country inpels me to pub- 
lish: 

"On the 21st day of January last," said he, 
a letter was received at the Court of France, 
ated Richmond, Va., Nov. 2d, 1862, and 
igned by seventy- three of the leading men of 
the Southern Confederacy, including Jeff Da- 
vis, Cabinet, and many Senators, but (as we 
both remarked, with some surprise) by only 
two Generals of their army, viz: Toombs uud 
Wise, urging upon Napoleon a speedy recog- 
nition of the Southern Confederacy, and as an 
inducement offered the following reasons: 
1st. That it was the intention of the leaders 
of the South (which intention however, 
was to be kept secret until the war 
was over), so soon as their independence 
was declared, to establish a nobility in the 
South, before their army was disbanded. 
Tbat the poor whites, or non-slave owners, 
who would help them fight and conquer their 
ndependence, so soon as a nobility is estab 
lished and they are left free to act, will emi 
grate North and leave only the noble and bis 
slave, constituting thefirmest nobi'ity, because 
the peasant will be the property of the noble, 
while the line of demarcation between tbem 
will be that of color and race. That their abil 
ty so to establish a nobility cannot be doubt- 
ful when it is well known that the leaders of 
the South had forced this war and established 
the present Confederacy in opposition to a ma- 
jority of every State. 

'2d. That it is the duty of France, as of 
other monarchies, to encourage nobility and 
to discourage democracy. 

"3d. That, in accordance with the above in- 
tention, they (these seventy-three) designed to 
secure (or had secured, I forget which) are- 
modelling of their conscript law, so as to ex- 
empt and to preserve for their future Confed- 
eracy as many slave owners or future nobles 
as possible." 

My opinion was then asked by my friend as 
to whether such a scheme would be tolerated 
by even a majority of the slave owners? I 
replied that I did not think it would, especial- 
ly in tbe Border States. 

You will therefore, when you have read 
this, agree with me, I think, that I commit no 
unwarrantable breach of hospitality or of con 
fideDce in publishing this, nor will my Soutb 
era friends, to whou. this may "come greet- 
ing," fail, I am induced to hope, to pardon me 
if 1 can no longer sympathize with thei 
struggle! You will, of course, withhold my 
name from the public, reserving,* however, 
tbe right, which 1 willingly accord, to publish 
it in future if it becomes necessary to establish 
the truth of the above statements.

Nashville, March 2o. 

Tbe Cont'rclerate cavalry force under Forrest, 
Wheeler, ami Wharton crossed the Cumher- 
liind river ut Harpelb Shoals thi] niorainir, six 
miles above Franklin. A ptrt of the rebel 
Ibrce attacked our troops at Brentwsod, nine 
miles from Nashville, on tbe Frankliu turn- 
pike. Our troops, under command of Lieut. 
Colonel Uloodfrood, consisted of parts of the 
33d Indiana and 22d and 19th Wisconsin, in 
all three hundred men. After a feeble resist- 
ance with only one mau killed aud foul 
wounded, we surrendered to the enemy, and all 
tbe Go-ernment property was captured. 

General Green Clay Smith, who was sent to 
Franklin, came up with the rebrl force and 
pursued them six miles west of Brentwood, 
when he met the entire rebel force, numbering 
6,000. With only 500 men he succeeded in 
retaking all the wagons aud ammunition, but, 
being attacked by superior numbers, he de- 
stroyed them. II- then fell back. When re- 
inforcements reached him tbe rebels had 
decamped. We lost ope officer killed, and 
about fifteen men killed, wounded, and miss- 
ing. The rebels lost about ten killed and 
wounded. Over fifty rebel prisoners have 
been brought in. The Confederate cavalry 
have been within four miles of the city, on the 
Harding and Charlotte pikes, to-day. 

New York, March 25. 

The Tiraes s despatch say3 that refugees who 
arrived within our lines yesterday confirm 
tbe statement that the rebel army is falling 
back from Fredericksburg and being massed 
in the defences before Richmond. ,Tbey state 
that tbe entire three left at Frederi'cktburir on 
Sunday night to have been only 8,000. Thpy 
also confirm the news that the gun-making 
machinery and ordnance stores are being rap- 
idly removed from Richmond into Georgia— 
that the withdrawal of families from the city 
has fully set in, and that sales of property are 
being forced to a ruinous loss. They also state 
that the acknowledged loss deplored by cav- 
alry soldiers in Richmond sustained in the re- 
cent thrashing Gen. Averill gave them was 
between 400 and 500 killed and wounded. 
Among the killed was Col. Lagrange, of North 
Carolina. 

The rebel guerillas came down our line at 
Chantilly and made a feint of attack. Seventy 
of our cavalry dashed at tbem ana chased 
them a mile or so, till in passing th.-y received 
a flank fire from behind the barricade. Our 
cavalry wheeled and tied, tiursued by the en- 
emy, but rallied and again charged the rebels 
to adistance of three miles. 

One great duty with which G n Burnside 
is charged in his new department is to defend 
Kentucky from Copperhead rebel invasion. 
He will be furnished with an ample force for 
that purpose. Should circumstances favor, be 
may co operate with Gen Kosccrans in Mid- 
dle Tennessee. 

Washington, March 24. 
It is given out from some official quarters, 
that, notwithstanding the enemy is still on 
the Rappahannock line, it is evidently his real 
intention to fall buck toward Richmond, and 
! tbat operations are going on to tiist effect. It 
I is added to-day that the Secretary of War has 
' expressed his belief that the rebel Government 
has determined to abandon Richmond and fall 
back upon some position lurther in the in- 
terior than Richmond. Prisoners from that 
vicinity are doubtless the only authority for 
this belief. 

Cairo, March 25. 

Later news from Vicksburg confirms the 
arrival of the gunboats llallord and Alhatrsss, 
of Farragul's fleet, at. the month of the canal 
| on the 20th. An officer from on board arrived 
at Grant s headquarters, bringing despatches. 
Seven of Farragul's boats run the blockade at 
Port Hudson, and after coming pome distance, 
all but two returned. They have probably 
gone to the mouth of Red river. 

Banks bad not yet arrived to make a land 
at:ack when tbe fleet ran the blockade. 
,Tue boats will pass into Lake Providence as 
soon as the current in tbat direction will per- 
mit. 

Reports from Greenwood on Wednesday 
evening stated that the fight had not been re- 
newed. Both p .rties are making preparations. 
The rebels are mouuting new gnus aud other- 
wise strengthening their position. 

Sax Francisco, March 23. 
The war steamer Saginaw having been Ihor 
oughly refitted at Wave Island, is now sta- 
tioned at Francisco Harbor. 

Dr. Joseph P. Prelontaine, commercial wri- 
ter for the press, died yesterday. 

Several exploring parlies have returned from 
the new gold, silver, and copper mines, border- 
ing on the Eldorada river. Thev express con- 
i fidencethat the region will rival tbe Washoe, 
j Interior papers continue publishing biograph- 
' ical notices of many of the parties captured in 
this harbor on the pirate schooner Chapman, 
showing them all to be noted secessionists. 

Tbe prisoners still at Fort Alcatros have 
undergone military examination, but with 
what result we are uninformed. 

Philadelphia, March 25. 
Jatnc3 Cooke, general subscription agetiti 
announces the conversion of 1,250,000 of legal 
ender notes into 5.20s, the loyal States being 
thoroughly aroused to the work, and the be- 
lief is expressed that 2,000,000 per day will be 
reached.

Trenton, N. J., March 25 
Both Houses adjourned sine die at 1.40 this 
afternoon.

BREECH LOADING VS. MUZZLE-LOADINO 

GUNS. 

Messrs. Editors: Tbe -dvAntages of rap : di- 
ty in 1 ading fire-arms are so apparent, and 
tbe settlement of the principle so conclusive 
in the adoption of the revolving pistol in pre- 
ference lo I he single loader by the people and 
by the Government in the army, tbat it would 
appear to be no longer an open question Snob 
however, is not ihe case. Gen. Ripley, Chief 
of the Ordnance Department at Washington 
opposes their introduction into the army, and 
hae reeen-ly sain that he prefers the old flint- 
lock musket to any of the modern improved 
lire-arn.8, and that he believes nine-tenths of 
the army officers will agree with him. It is 
not, therefore, suprising tint there is doubt 
upon 'he subject by tbe great mass of the peo- 
ple, who have not the proper means of inves- 
ijeatinir the matter. Her.ce, a few considera- 
tions of ihe question may not be out of place 
at this time. 

Tbe chief properties o' a good gun are ac- 
curacy, power, and rapidity of loading. Ac- 
curacy depends mainly upon the weight of 
the barrel and the finish of the bore. The 
greatest accuracy 13 attained by the target- 
rifle, the barrel alone of which "weighs from 
ten to twenty pounds, and sometimes even 
forty pounds, with a thickness at the muzzle 
equal to the diameter of the bore. This makes 
a weapon entirely fc.o heavy for the masses of 
tbe army, and one which can only be made 
available to a limited extent for sharp shoot- 
ers. As all reductions of this weight are at 
tbe expense of accuracy, no such accurate re- 
sults can ever be obtained from a barrel light 
( nough for general use in an army. Power 
depends upon the quantity and quality 
used. Both of these properties arc entire- 
ly independent of the mechanism or work- 
ins pirts of the gun, by which rapidity 
of firing is attained. The time of firing and 
aiming, or taking sight, is tbe same in all 
guns. By "guns ' we mean ail those classes 
of small arms known as rifles, muskets, car- 
bines, &c. Hence, to attain rapidity of firing 
is to reduce tbe time necessary Lo load; and 
for this purpose breech loaders have been in- 
troduced, and to this point all inventors have 
turned iheir intention. All patented inven- 
tions are confined to the mechanism of the 
lock and frame, and appurtenances for load- 
ing and closing the breech. I know of no 
invention applying to the barrel or charge; 
any form of barrel or proportion of charge 
lire common property. The aiming or taking 
sight will vary only with the skill and expert- 
ness qf t he operator. 

I divide tbe guns into three classes — first, 
muzzle-loaders; second single shot breech- 
loaders, or those which have to be raised to, 
and lowered from, the shoulder to be reloaded 
at every discharge. This latter is a numerous 
class, of which ''Burnside's Rifle" may be la- 
ken as a specimen for illustration. The third 
lass are the repeating breech-loaders, or mag- 
azine guns, winch can be placed at the shoul- 
der and fired fifteen times, more or less, with- 
out removal. This is a very small class, and 
tnke for illustration "Henry's Repealing 
Rifle." 

l ue muzzle loading gun requires sixty sec- 
onds to load and fire; Burnside s can be loaded 
and fired fifteen limes a minute, or an average 
ot four seconds to every shot. The Henry 
rifle can be loaded and fired thirty times per 
minute, or an average of two seconds for each 
shot. These are the claims of the advocates 
of each of these varieties, and are understood 
to mean tbe actual time for loading and firing, 
without any allowance for taking sight. 

We assume that each of these styles of arms 
arc ol equal force aud accuracy, as they may 
be, if they are not. Thus, if any muzzle- 
loading gun has a barrel carrying a charge 
giving better results than Burnside's rifle, 
Burnside has only to adopt that barrel and 
charge to have an arm of equal power and ac- 
curacy. If Burnside uses a barrel and charge 
giving better results thin any other, Henry 
has but to adopt his barrel and charge to pro- 
duce results equal to the best. Allowing, 
then, four seconds for aiming or taking sight, 
aud we get from each muzzle-loader one shol 
sixty- four seconds; from Burnside's one in 
eight seconds, or eight limes more effective 
lower in rapidity than we get from a muzzle- 
oader. From the Henry rifle we get an aver- 
age of one shot every iix seconds, or eleven 
times the same effective power in rapidity. 

X >w, place two bodies of men in the field, 
u numbers and in all respects equal, and arm 
one wi h a muzzle loading gun, and the other 
with Burnside s rifle; can there he anv ques- 
ion about ihe re ult of a conflict? Or place 
a body of men armed wilh the Burnside rifle 
guinst double their number armed with the 
muzzle-loa ler, and even then can the result be 
lou'itful, when the former have a target twice 
large as their opponents? How much 
greater, then, would oe the advantages ot a 
body of men armed with a guu tbat enn be 
loaded and fired In ic i as rapidly as Burnside's? 
A magKZine pun iike the Henry rifle, carrying 
tilteen charges, which can be refilled in fifteen 
seconds, mid the fifteen shots tired with delib- 
erate aim in sixty seconds, or fifteen times be- 
fore the enemy could reload once, must pro- 
uce a sheet of fire and load before fchich lo 
troops could stand to receive the last shot. 
The only reason, or excu-e rather, we have 
ver heard agaiuBt the use in the army of 
arms susceptible of such rapidity of loading, 
s tbat tbe troops would waste the ammuni- 
ion. Will this bear tbe test of examination? 
Consider that it is admitted that, in the use of 
muzzle loading guns, but five per cent of the 
shots would take effect, showing a loss of 
ninety-five per cent of the ammunition ! Can 
greater was'e be well expected under any 
circumstances? 

Thus tar we have looked at the subject from 
a mathematical point of view only. Xow, as 
to the mural effect upon those armed with 
ucb terrible weapons and upon those opposed 
to tbem armed wilh such comparatively de- 
fectivearms If, as we think, it is a conscious- 
ness of power that makes men brave, and a 
senseof imminent peril that makes "cowardsof 
us all," and 

beet armies, is it not reasonable to suppose 
such a weapon would give a soldier the cour 
ace and coolness needed to send each uf bis 
fifteen shots with more unerring certainly than 
his trembling opponent could send his single 
shot? If, to save ammunition, it is essential 
that every soldier should remain for sixty sec- 
onds while re- loading, a helpless target, to re- 
ceive Dis opponent's fire of from one to fifteen 
shots, why not reverse the order of progress 
and turn the ingenuity of inventors to the 
production of a gun that will require twice 
tbe length of time or more to re-load, and thus 
double the savings of ammunition? Saving 
of life does not appear an element worthy of 
consideration in this connection. Yet this is 
West Point opinion — the deductions of West 
Point science! Are these results worth their 
cost to the country ? 

There are other qualities requisite in a good 
gun, such as simplicity of construction and 
durability Every inventor of a new improve- 
ment iu firearms claims for his particular gun 
both of these advantages. As it is not our

J 
The following General Orders are hereby 
published for the information of whom it may 

concern : 

Headqi'artkrs Dep't of the Onio, 1 
Cincinnati, Ohio, March 19, 18G3. j 
General Orders, No. 22. 

It taring been ascertained that a large traf- 
fic in arms, powder, lead, and percussion caps 
is carried on at numerous points within the 
limits of this Department for purposes aud 
ti3es disloyal to the Government of the United 
States, the provisions of General Orders, No. 
20, of the 14th inst., from these Headquarters, 
prohibiting the sale of arms and munitions of 
war, are extended to embrace the limits of the 
Department. 

Permits to purchase may be obtained of the 
Military Commander of the city or town where 
the sale is made; or if there be no such Mili- 
tary Commander in the place, then of the Mil- 
itary Commander of the city or town nearpst 
to the place where the sale is made, or of the 
Commanding Officer of a District within the 
Department, up^n tbe purchasers giving such 
security to the officer granting the permit as 
he shall deem sufficient tbat they will not sell, 
barter, give, or convey any such arms or mu- 
niiions of war to any person disloyal to the 
Government of the United States, or to any 
person who will use such articles for purposes 
disloyal to the Government of the United 
States, or to any person from whom such arti- 
cles shall pass into the possession of either of 
the above mentioned classes. 

Persons violating this order will be liable 
to arrest and trial, and the forfeiture to the 
United States of any and all munitions of war 
iu their po.-session. 

The civil authorities, and all loval citizens, 
are invited to aid the military authorities in 
carrying this order into effect.

[Public— No. 50 ] 
An Act to .amend the laws relating to the 
Post Office Department. 
Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Re- 
presentatives of the I'nited States of America 
in Congress assembled. That the Postmaster 
General shall have power to appoint and com- 
mission all postmasters whose salary or com- 
pensation for the preceding fiscal year shall at 
the time ot such appointment have been ascer- 
tained to be less than one thousand dollars per 
year; and in all other cases the President shall 
appoint. The person appointed postmaster 
shill reside within the delivery of the office to 
which he shall be appointed. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted. That the 
Postmaster General, all postmasters, and spe- 
cial agents, and all persons employed in the 
General Post Office, or in the care, custody, or 
conveyance of the mail, hereafter appointed 
or employed, shall, previous to entering upon 
the duties assigned to them, or the execution 
of their trusts, and before tbey shall be enti- 
tled to receive any emoluments therefor, in ad- 
dition to the cmli of office prescribed by the 
»;l of July two, eighteen hun lred aud sixty- 
two, respectively take and subscribe the fol- 
lowing oath or affirmation before some inasis- 
trate, and cause a certificate thereof to be filed 
in the G3neral Post Office: "1, A. 11., dosweir 
(or affirm, as the case m tybe)that I will faith- 
fully perform all the duties required of me, 
an 1 abstain f.om everything forbidden by the 
laws in relation to the establishment of the 
post office and post roads within the Unit'd 
States; and that I will honestly and truly ac- 
count for and piy over any moneys belonging 
to the United States which may come into my 
possession or control; so help me God." Every 
person who shall be in any manner employed 
In the care, custody, conveyance, or manage- 
ment of the mail, shall be subject to all pains, 
pe laities, aud forfeitures for violating the in- 
junctions or neglecting the duties required of 
hun by the laws relating to the establishment 
of the post office and post roads, whether such 
persons shall have taken the oath or affirm.i- 
ut,n above prescribed or not. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That co 
mail matter shall be delivered by the post - 
master uutil the postage due thereon shall 
have been paid; and no box at any post office 
shall bo assigned to the use of any person un- 
til the reei therefor has been paid tor at least 
one quarter, tor which the postmaster shall 
give a receipt, and keep a record thereof ii 
his office, which record shall be delivered to 
bis successor. 

Sec. 4 And be it furth'r enacted, That every 
postmaster shall keep a record in bis office of 
all postage stamps aud envelopes, and of all 
poswl book?, blanks, or property received 
lrom his predecessor in office or from the Post 
Office Department, or from any of its agents, 
and also of all payments in inoney for post- 
ages, and all payments for box rents, and of 
all other receipts on account of any part of 
the postal service, and of any other transnc- 
lious which shall he required by the Postmas- 
ter General, aud these records shall be pre- 
served and delivered over to his successor in 
office, and shall be at all times subject to ex- 
amination of any special ageul ot the depai t- 
men'. 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted, That when- 
ever, by reason of the presence of a military 
or naval force near any post office, unusual 
business accrues thereat, the Postmaster Gen- 
eral is hereby required to make a special order 
allowing proportionately reasonable compen- 
sation to the postmaster, and for clerical ser- 
vice, during the period of such extraordinary 
business. 

Sec. 6. And be it further enacted, That it 
shall be the duty of postmasters to render a 
quarter-yearly accouut to the Postmaster Gen- 
eral, under oath, in such form as the lat'er 
shall prescribe, of all emoluments or sums I v 
them respectively received for boxes or pigeon 
holes, or other receptacles for letters or papers, 
and by them charged for to individuals; or 
for the delivery of letters or papers at or from 
any place whatever; and ot nl, emoluim n \ 
receipts, and profits that have come to their 
bands by reason of keeping branch post office; 
and no postmaster shaii hereafter, under any 
pretence whatever, have or receive or retain 
for himself, in the aggregate, more than tSe 
amount of his salary. And the Postmaster 
General is lurlher authorized to require, by a 
form to be prepared by him, a sworn state- 
ment to accompany or following the quarterly 
account of any or all postmasters to the etfect 
that such postmaster has in such account tru'y 
stated the entire amountof postages, box-rent-,, 
and all other charges and emoluments collect- 
ed or received by him at his office d tiring 
such quarter; and that he has not knowingly 
delivered, or permitted to be delivered, to any 
person any mail matter on which the postage 
had not oeen paid at the time of delivery; end 
that such quarterly account exhibits truly and 
faithfully the entire receipts of his office 
which have been collected thereat, and the 
entire sum which could have been by due dil- 
igence collected thereat, as he verily believes, 
and that the credits he claims are just and 
true, as he verily believes; and any false 
swearing therein shall render him liable to the 
pains and penalties of perjury. 

Sec. 7. And be it further enacted, That the 
Postmaster General is hereby authorized to 
regulate the periods during which undelivered 
letters shall remain in any post office, and the 
times such letters shall be returned to the dead 
letter office, and to make regulations for their 
return to the writers from the dead letter of- 
fice, when be is satisfied they cannot be deliv- 
ered to the parties addressed. He is authorized 
also to order the publication of the list of non- 
delivered letters at any post office, in bis dis- 
cretion, by writing, posted in a public place or 
places, or in any daily or weekly newspaper 
regularly published within the post office de- 
livery having the largest circulation within 
such delivery; and where no daily paper is 
published within tie- post office delivery, such 
list may be published in any daily newspaper 
of an adjoining delivery having the largest 
circulation within the delivery of the post of- 
fice publishing [the] list; but in no case shall 
compensation for such publication be allowed 
at a rate exceeding one cent for each letter so 
advertised; and no such publication eliall be 
required except where the Postmaster Geneva] 
shall decide that the public interest requires it: 
1'rovided, That letters addressed to parties for- 
eign born may be published in a journal of the 
language most used by the partie. address"d, 
if such be published iu the same, or an adjoin- 
ing delivery. 

Sec. 8. And be it further enacted, That dead 
letters containing valuable enclosures shall be 
registered in the department; and when it ap- 
pears that they can neither be delivered to 
their address, norto the writers, the contents 
thereof, so far as available, shall be included 
with the receipts of the Post Office Depart- 
ment, and the amount thereof shall be shows 
in the annual report, and shall be fubject to 
reclamation by either the party addressed, or 
by the sender, for four years from registry 
thereof, careful account being kept of the same. 
All other letters deemed of value or of import- 
ance to the party ad-lressed, or to the writer, 
and which it appeaars cannot be returned to 
either destination, shall be disposed of as the 
Postmaster General shall direct. 

Sec. 9. And be it further enacted. That the 
Postmaster General may provide bv regula- 
tion for the disposition, for the benefit of the 
Department, of printed matter which remains 
in any post office, or in the Department, not 
called for by the party addressed; but the 
postmaster shall notify the publisher of any 
newspaper or periodical of the fact when any 
subscriber shall refuse to take the same from 
the office, or shall neglect to call for the same 
for the period of one month, which notice may 
be sent free under regulation to be prorjiltd. 
by the Postmaster General. 

Sec. 10. And be it further enacted, That the 
action of the Post Office Department respect- 
ing foreign dead letters shall be subject to con- 
ventional stipulations with the respective for- 
eign administrations. 

Sec. 11. Andbe it further enacted, Tba let- 
ter-carriers shall be employed at such post offi- 
ces as the Postmaster General shall direct for 
the delivery of letters in the places respective- 
ly where such post offices are established; and 
for their services thev shall severally receive a 
salary, to be prescribed by the Postmaster Gen' 
eral, not exceeding eight hundred dollars per 
year: Provided, That, on satisfactory evidence 
ot their diligence, fidelity, and experience as 
carriers, the Postmaster General may increase 
their respective salaries from time to time to 
any sum not exceeding one thousand dollars, 
at offices where the income from postages on 
the local letters shall yield a sum more than 
sufficient to pay all expend of the carrier sy- - 
tem at such offices; each of the s»id carriers 
shall give bond, with sureties, to be approved 
by the Postmaster Genera], for the safe custo- 
dy and delivery of all letters, packets, and 
moneys received by him. 

Sec. 12. And he it further enacted, That 
whenever the Postmaster General shall have 
perfected the carrier system in any postal dis- 
trict so as, in his judgment, to justitv him 
therein, he is authorized to make delivery, 
within any prescribed postal district, of mail' 
matter by letter-carriers, as frequently as the 
public convenience in such district shall re- 
quire, and shall make all proper regulations 
for that purpose. 

Sec. 13. And be it further enacted, That the 
Postmaster General is authorized, when, in 
his judgment, the public interest or conveni- 
ence may require it, to establish one or more 
branch post offices, and also pillar boxes, or 
other receiving boies, for the safe deposit of 
matter for the mails and for delivery; and in 
case of such establishment of a branch office, 
the person in charge thereof shall be appoint! 
ed, and his salary fixed, as in the case of a 
letter carrier, and the like bond required: 
Provided, That the post officer in charge of 
the branch office may also he a depositary for 
the sale of stamps, to be delivered to him for 
that purpose by the postmaster of that postal 
district in sums not at any time to exceed 
ono half of the penalty of his bond. 
Sec. 14. And be it further enacted, That all 



expenses for tbe letter . rri'TS, branch office" 
and receiving boxes, or incident thereto, sHn 1 ' 
be entered and reported in a separate accoun' 
from the ordinary postal expenses of such pn*> 
office, and shall be shown in comparison will 
tbe proceeds of the postar/eson local mail mat- 
ter at each office, in order thai the Po-»mis'er 
General may be guided in the expenditures for 
that branch of the postnl service by income 
derived therefrom; and all such expenses shall 
be paid out of 'he income of the post office a' 
the district in which they are incurred. 

Sec. 15. And be if further enacted, That the 
postmaster ot any office where letter-carriers 
are employed may contrac' with the publish- 
ers of any newspapers or periodicals, and with 
the publishers of any circulars, for the deliv- 
ery by postal-carriers, within his postal dis- 
trict, " of any such publications not coming 
through tbe mails, at rates and upoa terms to 
be agreed upon, such arrangement and term- 
being equally open to all like publishers; hut 
such contract shall have no force or etFect un- 
til approved by the Postmaster General. The 
Postmaster General may also provide hy reg- 
ulation for tbe delivery by such carriers of 
small packets other than letters or papers, and 
not exceeding the maximum weight of mail- 
able packages; but such packages must be 
prepaid by postaee stamps at the rate of two 
cents for each four ouncea^or fraction thereof 
Sec. 16 And be it further enacted. That m. 
postmaster shall receive to be conveyed l i- 
the mail any packet or package which shall 
weigh more than four pounds, except books 
published or circulated bv order of Congress. 

Sec. 17. And bcit further enacted. That upon 
the following mailable matter the postage 
must be prepaid at the time of mailing, hy 
stamps, unless otherwise expressly provided 
in i his act: 

First. Upon all domestic leturs, whether 
passing through the mails or collected or de- 
livered by pt.stal agents or carriers. 
Second. On all transient printed matter. 
Third. On all seeds, cuttings, bulbs, roots, 
and scions; all pamphlets, hooks, book manu- 
scripts, and proof-sheets, maps, prints, engrav- 
ings, blanks, flexible patterns, samples, and 
sample-cards, phonographic paper, letter en- 
velopes, postal envelopes, paper, and pholo- v 
graphic representations of different types. 

Fourth. TJiioti all other things in the mail 
not otherwise herein provided for. 

Sec. 18. ^4»<i be it further enacted, That 
upon the following mailable matter tbe post - 
a-ze shall be paid before deliver/ for not l.--- 
than ono quarter nor more than one year; and 
such payment for a term may be made either 
at the mailing office or at the office of deliv- 
ery. If the term commences at any other 
time than at the beginning of n quarter, such 
payment must be made to cover such fractional 
quarter, aud also for the next following quar- 
ter; otherwise the postage shall be collected 
thereon as on transient matter: 

Upon reeular weekly, tri-weekly, semi- 
weekly, and daily publications, and all other 
retrular puolications, issued from a known 
office of publication at stated periods aud sent 
to regular subscribers. 

Sec. 19. And be it further enacted, That 
mailable matter shall be divided into three 
classes, namely: first. letters; second, regular 
printed mat'er; third, miscellaneous matter. 

Sec 20. And be it further enacted. That the 
first class embraces all correspondence, wholly 
or partly in writing, except that mentioned in 
the third class. The second class embraces all 
mailable matter exclusively in print, and reg- 
ularly issued at stated periods, without addi- 
tion by writ : ng, mark, or sign. The third 
class embraces all other matter which is or 
may hereafter be by law declared mailable; 
embracing nil pamphlets, occasional publica- 
tions, books, book manuscripts, and proof 
sheets, whether corrected or not, maps, prints, 
engravings, blanks, flexiblo patterns, sam- 
ples and sample cards, phonographic paper, 
letter envelopes, postal envelopes or wrappers, 
cards, paper plain or ornamental, photograph- 
ic representations of different types, seeds, 
cuttings, bulbs, roots, and scions 

Sec. 21. Andbe it further enacted, That tbe 
maximum standard weight for the single rate 
of letter postage 13 one half ounce avoirdu- 
pois. 

Sec. 22. And be it further enacted, That the 
rate of postage on all domestic leiters trans- 
mute! in the mails of the United States, and 
not exceeding one half ounce in weight, shall 
be uniform at three cents; aud for each half 
ounce, or fraction thereof of additional 
weight, there shall be charged an additional 
rate of three cents, to be in all cases prepaid 
by postage stamps plainly affixed to such let- 
ter. 

Sec. 23. And be it further enacted. That the 
rate of postage on all letters not transmitted 
through the mails of the United States, but 
delivered through tbe post office or its carriers, 
commonly described as local or drop letters, 
and not exceeding one-half ounce in weigh', 
shall be uniform at two cents, and an addition- 
al rate for each half ouuee or fraction thettof 
of additional weight, to be in all cases pre- 
paid bv postage stamps affixed to the envelope 
of such letter; but no extra postage or carri- 
er's fee shad !,. 1 r be clfarged or collected 
upon letters delivered by carriers, nor upon 
letters collected by them for mailing or deliv- 
ery. 

dec. 24. And be it further enacted. That the 
domestic letter rate of postage is established 
for all mailable matter which is wbolby or 
partly In writing, or is so marked as to con- 
vey any other or further intelligence or in- 
formation than is conveyed by the original 
print in case of printed matter, or which is 
sent in violation of law or regulations of the 
department touching the enclosure of matter 
which may be sent at less than letter rates, nod 
for all matter introduced into the mails for 
which no different rate is provided by law: 
Provided, That book manuscripts and correct- 
ed proofs passing between authors and publish- 
ers may pass at the rate of printed matter: 
And provided, further, That publishers of 
newspapers and periodicals may print or write 
upon their publications sent to regular sub- 
scribers the address of subscribers and the date 
when the subscription expires, and may en- 
close therewith receipts for payment and bills 
for subscription thereto. 

Sec. 25. And be it further enacted, That on 
all matter not enumerated, as mailable matter, 
and to which no specific rates of postage arc- 
assigned, and which shall nevertheless be 
mailed, the rate, if the fame shall be forward- 
ed, is established at the rate of letter postage. 

Sec. 26. Andbe it farther enacted, That if 
any matter 011 which by law the postage is re- 
quired to be prepaid at the mailing office sba.ll 
reach its destination without such prepay- 
ment, double the prepaid rates snail be charged 
and collected on delivery. 

Sec. 27. And be it further enacted, That the 
Postmaster General is authorized to provide 
by uniform regulation for transmitting unpaid 
and duly certified letters of soldiers, saiiors, 
and marines iu the service of tbe United 
States to destination; and all 'other letters 
which from accident or neglect appear to have 
been deposited for mailing without prep a v- 
ment of postage, where, in the latter class, the 
writer is not known, or cauuot be promptly 
udvised of his default; but in all cases of let- 
ters not prepaid, except certified soldiers' and 
naval letters, the same shall be charged with 
double rates of postage, to be collected on de- 
livery. 

Sec. 28. And be it further enacted, That 
when any writer of a letter uu which the post- 
age is prepaid shall endorse in writing or iu 
print upon the outside thereof his name and 
address, with a request that the same be re- 
turned to him if not called for or delivered 
within any number of days, (not to exceed 
thirty days,) any such letter shall not be ad- 
vertised nor treated as a dead letter at the of- 
fice addressed, hut shall be returned as re- 
quested, charged with the proper postage at 
the prepaid rate, to be collected on the return 
delivery; and if not then delivered, shall bo 
treated as a dead letter. 

Sec. 29. And be it further enacted. That the 
postage on returned dead letters, not registered 
as valuable, shall be three cents for the single 
rate; on returned dead letters, registered as 
valuable, double rates shall be charged. 

Sec. 30. And be it further enacted. That all 
letters directed to any petson not found at the 
bffice addressed may be forwarded to anv oth- 
eroffice where he may be found, with addition- 
al charge of postage therefor. 

Sec. 31. And be it further enacted, That the 
Postmaster Geueral shall have authority to 
pay, or cause to be paid, a sum not exceeding 
two cents each for all letters conveyed in any 
vessel or steamboat, not employed in carrying 
the mail, from one port or place to any other 
port or place in the United States, or from any 
foreign port to any port within the United 
States, subject to such regulations as the Post- 
master General may prescribe. But all such 
letters shall be deposited in tbe post office at 
the port of arrival, for mailing or delivery; 
aud if for delivery within the United States 
shall be rated with double rates of postage, 
which shall cover the fee part to the vessel. 
No fees shall be allowed for letters collected 
by a carrier on a mail rout*. 

Sec. 32. And be it further enacted, That, for 
th» greater security of valuable, letters pasted 
for transmission iu the, mails of the United 
States, the Postmaster General is authorized 
to establish a unilorm plan for the rigistration 
ot such letters on application of parties posting 
the same, and to require the payment of the 
postage, as well as a registration fee not ex- 
ceeding twenty ceiitte, on every such letter or 
packet, to be accounted for by postmasters re- 
ceiving the same in such manner as the Post- 
master General shall direct: Provided, further 
That such registration shall not be compul- 
sory, and it shall not render the Post Office 
Department or its revenue liable for the loss 
of such leiters or packe's, or the contents 
thereof; and provision shall be made by regu- 
lation for a return receipt to the writer," show- 
ing to whom and when such registered letter 
was delivered, which receipt shall be received 
in the courts a3 prima facie evidence of such 
delivery. 

Sec. 33. And be it further enacted. That the 
maximum standard weight for the single rate 
of postage on matter classed as printed matter, 
and also on that classed as m : scellaneous mat- 
ter, is four ounces avoirdupois, subject to the 
exception iu the next following section pro- 
vided. 

Sec. 34. /Ind be it further enacted, That ihe 
rate of postage on transient mailable matter of 
the second class, and also on all miscellaneous 
mailable matter of the third class, (except cir- 



culars and books, ) shall be two cents for each 
four ounces or traction thereof contained in 

iny one package to one address; and such 
postage shall in all cases be fully prepaid by 
tamps, plainly affixed 14 the wrapper thereof. 
Double these rates shall be charged for hooks. 
Unsealed circulars not exceeding three in num- 
ber shall pas-s at the single rate of two cents, 
and in that proportion for a greater number, 
adding oue rate for three circulars, or less 
'lumber thereof, directed to one address. Xo 
extra postage tliall be charged for a card 
printed or impressed upon an envelope or 
wraprtr. These rates inu3t in all cases be 
prepaid by stamps. 

Sec. 35. And be it further enacted. That the 
rate of postage upon mailable matter of the 
second cla«s, issued once a week or more fre- 
quently from a known office of publication, 
and scut to regular subscribers, shall be as fol- 
lows: Upon newspapers and other periodical 
publications, each not exceeding the standard 
weight of four ounces, and passins through 
the mails or post offices of the United States 
between any points therein, the rate for each 
quartor of the year shall be: for publications 
issued once a week, five cents; issued twice a 
week, ten cents; issued three times a week, 
fifteen cents; issued six times a week, thirty 
cents; issued seven times a week, thirty-five 
cents; and in that proportion, adding one rate 
t it- cadi issue more frequent than once a week. 
For weight exceeding four ounces, and not ex- 
ceeding eiirht ounces, an additional rate shall 
be charged; and on the same scale, an addi- 
tional rate for each additional weight of four 
ounces or fraction thereof; and such postage 
rausl be prepaid for a term not less than oue 
quarter nor more than one year, at either tbe 
office of mailing or of delivery, at the option 
of the subscriber, of which payments a record 
shall be made and preserved in the post offiee 
where paid; and no su?h publication shall bo 
delivered from the office until such payment is 
made; but the publishers of weekly newspa- 
pers may send to each actual subscriber within 
the county where their papers are printed and 
published one copy thereof free of postage. 

Sec. 36. And be it further enacted, That the 
rate of postage upou mailable matter of the 
second class, issued less frequently than once 
a week, from a known office of publication, 
and sent to regular subscribers, shall be as 
follows: Upon newspapers, magazines, and 
other periodical publications, each not exceed- 
ing the standard weight of four ounces, and 
passing through the mails or post offices of the 
United States between any points therein, the 
rate for each such paper or periodical shall be 
one cent, and an additional rate of one cent 
tor each additional weiirht of four ounces or 
fraotloo thereof: Provided, That the Post- 
master General may provide by regulation 
for the transportation of small newspapers in 
packages at the same rate by the standard 
weight of the package when sent to one ad- 
dress; and the rates herein provided must bo 
prepaid at either the office of mailing or of 
delivery, at the option of the subscriber, tor a 
term not less than one quarter nor more thau 
one year, except that newsdealers may pay 
the postage upon their packages as received at 
the same rate3 pro rata as yearly or semi-an- 
nual subscribers who pay postage quarterly 
in advance. 

Sec. 37. And be it further enacted, That pub- 
lishers may enclose in their publications sent 
to regular subscribers the bills for subscription 
thereto without any additional charge for 
postage, and may write or print upon their 
publications, or upon the wrappers thereof, 
the name and address of the subscribers thereto, 
and tbe date when the subscription will ex- 
pire; but any other enclosure or addition 
writing or in print shall subject the same to 
letter postage, which shall be collected before 
delivery thereof. 

Sec. 38. And be it further enacted, That tbe 
Postmaster General may from time to time 
provide by order tbe rates and terms upon 
which route agents may receive and deliver at 
the mail car or steamer packages of newspa- 
pers ai.d periodicals delivered to them for that 
purpose by the publishers, or any news agent 
in charge thereof, and not received from, nor 
designed for delivery at, any post office. 

Sec. 39. And be it further enacted, That the 
Postmaster General has authority to prescribe 
by regulation the manner of wrapping and se 
curing for the mails all matter not charged 
wilh letter postage nor lawfully franked, so 
that the same may be conveniently examined 
by postmasters; and if not so wrapped and 
secured, tbe same shall be subject to letter 
postage. He may also provide by regulation 
for ascertaining by furnished lists, by affida- 
vit or otherwise, whether publishers send or 
have sent their publications unpaid throu ' 
the maiis to other than tbeir regular subscri- 
bers. 

Sec. 40. And be it further enacted, That post 
masters, at the office of delivery, are author 
7. d, anil it shall be their duty, to remove tbe 
wrappings aud envelopes from pr'uted and 
other matter not charged wilh letter postn 
nor lawfully franked, for the purp ise of as 
certaining whethtr there is upon, or connect- 
ed with, any such printed matter or in such 
packege any matter or thing which would 
thorize or require the charge of a higher rate 
of |>ostnge thereon. 

Sec. 41. And be it further enacted, That the 
Postmaster Geueral may require an affidavi 
in form, to be prescribed by general regula 
lion, to be taken by any publisher, or any 
clerk, agent, or servant of such publisher 
any paper, or periodical, which, by the terms 
of this act, may be sent to regular subscribers 
without prepayment of postage at tbe maiiin 
office, to the effect that neither he nor any 
other proprietor, clerk, agent, or employe, 
within bis knowledge, has sent, or caused or 
permitted to be sent, through the mails, with 
out prepayment by postage stamps, any copie: 
of such paper or periodical, (naming* it,) ex 
cept the same were seut to bona fide and reg 
ular subscribers thereto. And if it be ascer- 
tained that such papers or periodicals have been

Third 
The chiefs of Ihe several executive depart- 
ments. Fourth. Such principal officers, bein 
heads of bureaus or chief clerks of each ex 
ecutive deparfment, to be used only for offi 
cial communications, as the Postmaster Gen 
eral shall by regulation prescribe. Fifth. Sen 
ators and Kepresenalives in tbe Congress 
the United Stales, including delegates from 
Territories, the Secretary of the Senate and 
CUrk of the House of Represent itives, t 
cover correspondence to and from them, aoi 
all printed matter issued by authority of Cou 
gress. and all speeches, proceedings, and tie 
bates in Congress, and all printed matter sen 
to them; their franking privilege to common, 
with the term for whicn they are elected and 
to expire on the first Monday of December fol 
' lowing such term of office. Sixth. All olli 
j cial communications addressed to either of the 
1 executive departments of Government by 
j an officer responsible to that department 
! Provided, That iu all such coses lb 

envelope shall be marked "official," with 
j the signature thereto of the officer writing 
1 the communication. Seventh. Postmasters 
I have also tbe franking privilege for their offi 
I cial uommunica'ions to other postmasters 
Provided, That iu all mcli cases the envelo| 
I shall be marked "official,'' with the signature 
l ot the writer thereto, and for any and every 
j such endorsement of "official" falsely mad 

tbe person making the sume shall forfeit and 
i pay three hundred dollars. Eighth. Petition 
j to either branch of Congress sball pass free 
j the mails. Ninth. All communications ad 
dressed to any of the franking officers abov 
described, and not excepted in the foregoing 
clauses, must be prepaid by iiostage stamps 
The franking privilege hereinbefore granted 
shall be limited to packages weighing notes 
feeding four ounces, except petitions to Con 
gress aud Congressional or executive decu 
mutts, and such publications or books as havo 
or may be published, procured, or purchased 
by order of either House of Congress, or a 
joint resolution of the two Houses, which 
shall be considered as public documents, and 
entitled to be franked as such; and except also 
seeds, cuttings, roots, anil scions, the weightof 
the packages of which may be fixed by regu- 
lation of Ibe Postmaster General. 

Sec. 43. And be it further enacted. That all 
publishers of periodicals, magazines, and news- 
papers which sball not exceed sixteen ounces 
iu weight shall be allowed to interchange 
their publications reciprocally free of postage:

LATE FBO.M THE FRONTIER. 
[From the Leavenworth Conservative. March It], 

The arrival of Dr. GilpatHck at Fort Scott, 
with despatches to Gen. Ilium lrom Col. Win. 
A. Phillips, commanding the Indian brigade, 
put us in possession of information of interest 
and importance relating toolViirs iu the tjlh 
and 9th Military Districts. We are indebted 
to the kindness of the Doctor for the Mfewiog 
items: 

Colonel Phillips's headquarters are now at 
Bentouville, the county seat of Benton coun- 
ty, Arkansas. With him there is a large por- 
tion of his command, the three Indian regi- 
ments, a battalion of the Gth Kansas cavalry, 
and Hopkins's 2d Kansas battery. At Fay- 
etteville, the County seat of Washington, tin 
Arkansas Union rt giment is stationed. This 
regiment has bun started tiuce Gen. Blunt s 
campaign, and though not yet lull bids fair 
to be so soon. It is the third Union regiment 
raised iu Northwest Arkansas, it is com- 
posed to a largo extent of conscripts, desert- 
ers from the Confederate army. A detach- 
ment of the 1st and '2d Indian, under Lieut. 
Fox, is stationed at Fort Blunt, Maysville, us 
also five companies of the 3d at Neosho, Mo., 
under Captain Spillman. 

Tbe late session of the Cherokee Legislature 
which as-emoled in the Delaware District of 
the Nation, at Cowskin Prairie, organized 
about the 15th ult. Capt. Peg, of the 3d In- 
dian l formerly a Major in the Confederate reg- 
iment under Col. Drew, which regiment came 
into tbe Union us soon as our troops advanced 
last fall), was President of tho Upper House, 
and in the absence of President John Boas, 
ex officio Chief of the Nation. 

A mopg the measures effected was the revo- 
cation of the ordinance of secession and the 
treaty with the rebel Government passed by a 
former Legislature. Au.iu.-t was passed de 
posing from otlice all Clierokees disloyal lo 
the Government of the United States, nnd d 
claring them forever thereafter incompetent 10 
hold any office. A resolution was passed ask 
bag the President to exteud to the Cherokee 
Nation the offer of com|*nsated emancipation 
At tbe same lime a bill became a law uncon- 
ditionally abolishing slavery. It is understood 
that another law was also passed declaring all 
persons born in the Cherokee Territory ciii 
zens of the Natiou. This, c* course, includes 
persons of African descent as well as whiles. 

Delegates were appointed to proceed to 
Washington and confer with the General 
Government These delegate s are tbe Chief, 
John Ross, now in Washington; Lewis Down- 
ing, Lieut. Colonel of the 3d Indian; Captain 
McDauiel, of tbe id; and the Rev. Evan Jones, 
Chaplain of the 2d ; formerly the anti-slavery 
missionary in the Indian Territory. 

What the objects of this delegation are is 
not known to our officers, as under the ord 
of Gen. Blunt it was strictly enjoined upon the 
military author-Hit s in no wise to interfere or 
meddle with the proceedings of the Legisla 
tute. Their duty waasimpiy to protect it while 
it was in session. From the character cf tl 
action of that body it may fairly be inferrtd 
that the delegation arc suitahle persons to rep- 
resent the Lherokees at the Federal Capital. 

Colonel Phillips is actively engaged in pur- 
suing guerillas, and supplying the wants of 
the large number of destitute Union families 
in Western Arkansas and the Cherokee Na- 
tionv ile is manufacturing a large quantity 
of flour at Benton and neighboring mills. 

The rebel forces are below the Arkansas 
river some distance. Stand Waitie is at Bria 
town, on the south side of the Canadian rivt 
fifty miles south of Fort Gibson. In addition 
to remains of his own regiment, he has with 
him Bryant's battalion. Bryant is a Chero 
kee, though his men are principally white. 

Colonel Cooper is at Coal Creek, fifty miles 
north of Fort Washita, and about thirty miles 
from Boggy depot. He is reported to have 
wilh him a force of 4 000 men, principally de 
sel lers from Hindman's army. These men de- 
serted by companies and even battalions. 
They declare they will never fight under Hind- 
man, but do not object to fight for the Con- 
federacy nnder other Generals. Cooper is sta- 
tioned at this point to gather up these desert- 
ers as ihey are returning to Texas. Colonel 
Cooper is a white man, bot commanded 
Chockww regiment, now home on a furlough. 
All tbe Creeks and Choctaws in the rebel ser- 
vice are futloughed, and most of them are at 
home. • 

All the rebel force in this section is com- 
pletely demoralized. Their transportation 
wagons and animals are literally "used U[ 
Their wagons, four hundred in uumber, are at 
Fort Washita, without animals, and from ihe 
Arkansas river to that point tbo balance are 
scattered on tlie roads mud bound. Tbei 
stock is completely ruiued. There are not 
four hundred horses in the commands of 
Cooper, Stand, Waitie, and Bryant. The rest 
of the forces are acting aj infantry. A lurge 
proportion of the mules have died during the 
iate severe weather; one hundred and fifty 
diet! in one day. 

General Hindman is at some point in 
southwestern Arkansas, endeavoring to re- 
organize his demoralized army: Marmaduke 
is at ClarksviUe, on the north side of the Ar- 
kansas, a town abont half way between Van 
P>nren aud Little Rock. Ho is teported as 
having a large cavalry force. 

There is a bill before the Oanadiau Parlia- 
ment which contemplates tne abolition of pub- 
lic executions, owing to the demoralizing in- 
fluence they exert upon Ibe community.
